3 Stores Rocked By Bombs 


ST. LOLTS, Mo. (UPD— Three Kroger food stores 
in the St. Louis area were rocked by powder bombs 
almost simultaneously last night.

Essential For 


Economy Rise 


HOT SPRINGS, Va. I* — 
President J ohn F. Kennedy’s 
chief economist warned indus­ 
try

though surprising ly strong, is 
insufficient to make a real dent 
in unemployment. 
Dr. Wa lter W. Heller brought 
to the Business Council, hold­ 
ing its spring meeting here, 
an appeal for active industry 
support for a substantial tax 
cut this year. 


Without the kind of stimu­ 
lus that a tax cut could bring, 
Heller estima ted, it would take 
nearly 10 yea rs of uninterrupt­ 
ed business growth at the pres­ 
ent growth rate of expression 
to 
restore 
full 
employment. 
And the stimulus of tax reduc­ 
tion, he argued, would have its 
greatest impact if injected in­ 
to an economy tha t already 
was in the recovery phase. 
Heller a pparently did not 
need to make a hard sales 
pitch. At least a score of the 
council’s 165 members, includ­ 
ing some of the big g est names 
in industry and finance, have 
joined Henry Ford II, board 
chairman of Ford Motor Co. 
in a movement to mobilize na­ 
tionwide business support for 
an early tax cut of some 10 
billion dollars.

Nelson A. Rockefel­ 
ler of New York has g rievous­ 
ly, if not irreparably, damaged 
his chances by his divorce and 
marriage to a divorcee. 
At last nig ht’s affair, Gold­ 
water, a 14-carat conserva tive, 
wa s presented a silver coffee j 
urn for his years of service as 
chairman of the GOP’s Sena ­ 
torial Campaign Committee. 


The applause for him f a r ! 
surpassed that for anybody, in­ 
cluding Romney. But a ppla use 
often is not decisive, and a 
tip-off came when Romney, a 
middle of the r o a d e r who 
plumps for a “ citizens pa rty” 
seemed allergic to ha ving his 
picture taken in

with Goldwater. 


In fact. Romney walked right 
out of camera focus. It was not 


until Kuchel, who has roundly

ernment” and excesses by big 
labor unions or big corpora­ 
tions. He called for a “ coalition 
of Americans through the Re­ 
publican party” to do away 
with all forms of bondage. 
At the entra nce to the hotel 
dining hall a big papier mache 
elephant was set up. It was a 
mechanical elephant, wagging 
its trunk and tail.

Marin Junior College District 
trustees last night shied away 
from considering $18,000 a year 
in pay raises for summer ses­ 
sion teachers as they studied 
a tentative fiscal 1964 budget 
of nearly two million dollars. 
The proposed new College 
of Marin budget of $1.927.370 
is up about $99,000 over the 
current budget, said R usiness 
Mgr.

An attack on two white in-, 
mates at San Quentin Prison; 
yesterday by five Negro pris­ 
oners left one of the white j 
convicts in a coma today in the 
prison hospital. 
The Negroes, four of them 
admitted B l a c k M u s 1 i m s, | 
pounded the head of R obert 
Bearden. 25. against the con­ 
crete 
floor of the isolation 
unit. Bearden, who is serving 
five years to life for armed 
robbery in Orange County, was 
reported “ still in a coma and 
in serious condition” today by 
Walter 1). Achuff. 
associate 
warden. 
The attack occurred around 
¡9:35 a.m. when the men were 
released from their cells for an 
hour’s exercise. 
“ All the five Negroes have 
been involved in racial inci­ 
dents,” said Achuff. “ The men

known to them; they just hap­

The ex­ 
tent of the charges, he said, j 
will depend upon Bearden's 
condition. 
The other Negroes arc Ulys- j 
ses McDaniel, 25. serv ing six j 
months to five years for a Los 
Angeles car theft, the only j 
member of the group not an | 
admitted Muslim; R obert Har-j 
ris, 25. a bad cheek artist from j 
San Joaquin county, serving 
six months to 14 years. 
Carlos Martinez, 41, convict­ 
ed three times, now serving 
five years to life for a Los 
Angeles robbery, and Vernon 
R ushing. 25. also serving five j 
years to life for a Los Angeles 
robbery.

The Califo rnia Teacher, which beg an 
publicatio n o n July 1. 18 6 3 , to its 3 3 0 
subscribers. 


To day , CTA has nearly 13 0.000 mem ­ 
bers, representing nearly 8 0 per cent o f 
the state's full time 16 0.000 teachers 
and educato rs. Fro m o ne tiny unit, it 
has g ro wn to six sectio nal headquarters 
and an impo sing state headquarters in 
Burling ame. 


But CTA's acco mplishments are no t 


in numbers and building s alo ne. Fro m 


the first, the o rg anizatio n has been dedi­ 


cated to impro v ement bo th o f the state's 
educatio nal sy stem and the ro le o f the 
teacher. It has had a hand in such thing s

In Bonds Were Stolen

WASHINGTON—Those $7.5 
million 
in 
negotiable 
U.S. 
bonds that vanished from the 
F’ederal Reserve Bank in San 
Francisco 
were 
stolen 
and 
not "accidentally burned” as 
claimed by bank officials. 
That is the belief of the 
special House Banking Sub­ 
committee investigating this 
still-unsolved my stery . 
The probers will not formal­ 
ly pronounce this judgment 
in their preliminary report 
later this month. Ail they will 
say is, "There is not enough 
evidence now to know what 
happened to the bonds . . . 
They were either stolen or 
burned.” 
But privately the H o us e 
investigators are leaving no 
doubt they are convinced the 
securities were pilfered. 


TIIE SENATE Intcral Se­ 
curity Committee, which also 
is digging into this affair, is 
checking 
information 
that 
some of these bonds are in an 
American-owned “ numbered” 
account in a Swiss bank. Re­ 
putedly they were deposited 
around the time of the Cuban 
missile crisis last fall. 
While the three H o us e 
probers, headed

Wis.) will withhold their ver­ 
dict on what happened to the

Mrs. Annie Beth Watson of 
27 Cypress Avenue, San An- 
selmo, admits she sometimes 
hears criticism of California 
schools. 


“ But none of it ever applies 
to the Tamalpais Union High 
School District.” she staunchly 
declares. “ It’s the finest, and 
I’m sure it will never change.” 
A teacher since 1927, Mrs. 
Watson 
f c e 1 s qualified to 
judge. Ill health now is forcing 
her to retire from service in 
the Tamalpais district which 
she has served since 1945 but 
though she hadn't planned on 
retirement for several years 
she finds consolation in the 
fact that “ I’ve been with won­ 
derful schools.” 
Mrs. Watson was born in 
Waco, Texas, and did her first 
teaching near there. This was 
over a seven-year period. She 
is a graduate in English and 
French of Baylor University 
and did graduate work there. 


Other graduate work was 
done at East Texas State. Col­ 
lege of Pacific and San Fran­ 
cisco State She also studied at 


a special school of drama and 
speech arts in Texas where be­ 
tween t e a c h i n g jobs she 
worked in radio, as a director 
of dramatic schools and in jun­ 
ior theater projects. 


Her interest in Marin Coun­ 
ty was fanned by glowing re­ 
ports from two brothers, both 
physicians— Dr. A. B. Goddard 
of Mill Valley and Dr. Wilson 
Goddard of Bolinas. But when 
she came here in 1945 both 
brothers were off in war serv­ 
ice. which

from the warmth of welcome 
for she was greeted by their 
families and friends.

homes on the sandspit may be seen extending up 
from close to its tip. \t the upper portion and to 
the left of the spit is the newly dredged lagoon, a 
haven of quiet water to be surrounded by luxury 
dwellings all boasting the finest marine facilities. 


Above, the town of Stinson Beach may be seen 
with the Shoreline Highway snaking along the cliffs 
to the south, then emerging to pass the lagoon en­ 
closure and finally reaching, at lower left, the Au­ 
dubon Society's Canyon Ranch and tidelands bird 
refuge. Ultimately it is expected that this road wull 


be carried above the town of Stinson Beach to pre­ 
vent mixing of through and local traffic. The lower 
Panoramic Highway also may be seen. 


At upper left may be found Angel Island be­ 
yond the tip of the Tiburon Peninsula, with Straw­ 
berry Point also visible and Mill Valley homes in­ 
land. Marinship may be detected but the main part 
of Sausalito lies behind the high ground of Waldo. 


Towers of the Golden Gate Bridge are barely 
perceptable over the hills. Point Bonita is the most 


projecting Marin point at the south. Rodeo Lagoon 
lies back out of sight but Tennessee Point can be 
observed this way from Point Bonita. 


Various San Francisco areas stand out clearly, 
the most obvious being the Presidio and the long 
dark strip of Golden Gate Park, with Lincoln Park 
including Fort Miley between. Mount Sutro and the 
Twin Peaks may also be found. 


Above the city stretches the vast southern area 
of San Francisco Bay.

Ex-Marinite

Harry J. Mack, former ex­ 
ecutive director of the Marin 
branch of the American Can­ 
cer Society, was jailed in San 
Mateo County yesterday, ac­ 
cused 
of 
embezzling 
$4,930 
from the San Mateo County 
Heart Assn. 
He became executive secre­ 
tary of the San Mateo County 
Heart Assn. last September, on 
resigning after five years with 
the Cancer Society in Marin. 
He resigned the San 
Mateo 
post March 14. 


Sgt. 
John 
Borchcrding 
of 
San Mateo police said Mack 
admitted taking the H e a r t 
Assn. money, saying: “ I need­ 
ed more money than I was 
making. There were things I 
wanted for the family.” 


He was charged with grand 
theft and forgery. 
Dr. 
John 
II. 
Manvvaring, 
president of the Marin branch 
of the Cancer Society, said 
there was no hint of any em­ 
bezzlement of 
its 
funds 
by 
Mack, and an audit had been 
made after last year’s success­ 
ful fund r a i s i n g campaign. 
However, "we re going to have 
an 
immediate additional au­ 
dit," Dr. Manwaring said. 
He commented that Mack 
left the Marin post for a better 
paying job -"he got 
around 
$500 per month here.” His pay 
in San Mateo was reported at 
$8.250 per year. 
While in Marin. Mack lived 
simply and there was no indi­ 
cation that ho was living be­ 
yond his means, Dr. Manwar­ 
ing said. 
Mack is 41, married, and 
father of two children. While 
on the Marin job, he lived in 
San Anselmo and operated a 
one-man office in San Rafael.

Sausalito S c h o o l District 
trustees were asked today to 
reverse their decision and re 
hire teacher Evelyn J. Schoen- 
fold, charging there has been 
“a deplorable 
breakdown 
in 
communication between teach­ 
er and administration ” 
The request came from the 
Council on Education of the 
Sausalito School District and 
was signed by acting chairman 
Hardy West more. 
The organization was formed 
recently “to provide a vehicle 
for enlightenment 
and com­ 
munity action by the parents 
in the district” and has taken 
on as its first project an in-! 
vestigation of the dismissal of 
Miss Schoenfeld.

Gatlinas Village Community 
Service^ District directors are 
having a hard time deciding 
whether they have enough pe­ 
titioners for annexation of the 
district's sewer facilities to the 
I-as Gallinas Valley Sanitary 
Dsitrict. 


"Our estimates of the per­ 
centage of property teprescnt- 
ed on the petitions don't seem 
to agree " said secretary Alvs 
Durenberger today. 
She said 
the board decided to ask the 
county counsel for help in de­ 
termining whether homeown­ 
ers representing 75 per cent of 
the assessed valuation in the 
district have signed petitions.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
California Teachers Assn. 
Starts It's Second Century 


Just 100 years ago yesterday fewer 
than 100 men met in San Francisco to 
form what has become the largest state 
education association in the nation, the 
California Teachers Association. 
CTA evolved from a group called to­ 
gether by John Swett. the sta te s fourth 
superintendent of public instruction. 
They established a professional journal. 
The California Teacher, which began 
publication on July 1. 1803. to its 330 
subscribers. 
Today, CTA has nearly 130.000 m em ­ 
bers. representing nearly 80 per cent of 
the state's full time 160.000 teachers 
and educators. From one tiny unit, it 
has grown to six sectional headquarters 
and an imposing state headquarters in 
Burlingame. 


But CTA s accomplishments are not 
in numbers and buildings alone. From 
the first, the organization has been dedi­ 
cated to improvement both of the state's 
educational system and the role of the 
teacher. It has had a hand in such things 
as freeing school districts from sub­ 
ordination to any agency except the 
state constitution four year terms for 
county superintendents, and banning 


use of tax money for sectarian religious 
purposes. 
It was instrumental in obtaining ap­ 
portionment of state funds for schools, 
longer school years, free textbooks, free 
rural transportation, compulsory school 
attendance. 
larger 
libraries, 
union 
school districts, kindergarten, 
junior 
colleges, vocational education and many 
other things, including better pay for 
teachers. 
Today it is governed by a 429-mem­ 
ber State Council of Education, mem­ 
bership of which is elected from the six 
CTA sections. There are nearly a dozen 
standing committees, which carry on its 
work, and a staff of full time employees. 
We do not always agree with the CTA 
or with some of its poliicies. For ex­ 
ample. we violently oppose its present 
policy of sanctions against school dis­ 
tricts which it feels are not operating 
properly. 
But our criticism is. and always has 
been offered constructively and with a 
profound respect for the organization 
and the people who make up the CTA. 
We congratulate them on their first 
century and wish them even greater 
success in the next.

THE ALLEN-SCOTT REPORT 
Missing $7.5 Million 
In Bonds Were Stolen

WASHINGTON— Those $7.5 
million 
in 
negotiable 
U.S. 
bonds that vanished from the 
Federal Reserve Rank in San 
Francisco 
were 
stolen 
and 
not “ accidentally b u rn e d ” as 
claimed by bank officials. 
That is the belief of the 
special House Banking Sub­ 
committee investigating this 
still-unsolved mystery. 
The probers will not formal­ 
ly pronounce this ju d g m e n t 
in their preliminary report 
later this month. All they will 
say is, “T h ere is not enough 
evidence now to know' what 
happened to the bonds . . . 
They were either stolen or 
burned.” 
But privately the H o u s e 
investigators are leaving no 
doubt they are convinced the 
securities were pilfered. 


THE SENATE Intcral Se­ 
curity Committee, which also 
is digging into this affair, is 
cheeking 
information 
that 
some of these bonds are in an 
American-owned “ n u m b e re d ” 
account in a Swiss hank. Re­ 
putedly they were deposited 
around the time of the Cuban 
missile crisis last fall. 
While the three H o u s e 
probers, 
beaded 
by R e p re ­ 
sentative 
Henry 
Reuss 
(D- 
Wis.) will withhold their ver­ 
dict on what happened to the 
seven 
$1 
million 
and

$100.000 bonds, they will blis­ 
te r both Treasury and F e d ­ 
eral Reserve officials for the 
lackadaisical and inept h a n d ­ 
ling of the search for the se­ 
curities.

Hopkins stresses 
that 
“doctors and lawyers are not 
by nature or profession skilled 
social workers.” Moreover, u n ­ 
like in mo>t private adoptions, 
anonymity of all parties is as­ 
sured in an agency adoption 
through Children's Home So­ 
ciety.

Above, the town of Stinson Beach may be seen 
with the Shoreline Highway snaking along the cliffs 
to the south, then emerging to pass the lagoon en­ 
closure and finally reaching, at lower left, the Au­ 
dubon Society's Canyon Ranch and tidelands bird 
refuge. Ultimately it is expected that this road will 


be carried above the town of Stinson Beach to pre­ 
vent mixing of through and local traffic. The lower 
Panoramic Highway also may be seen. 


At upper left may be found Angel Island be­ 
yond the tip of the Tiburon Peninsula* with Straw­ 
berry Point also visible and Mill \ alley homes in­ 
land. Marinship may be detected but the main part 
of Sausalito lies behind the high ground of Waldo. 


Towers of the Golden Gate Bridge are barely 
perceptable over the hills. Point Bonita is the most 


projecting Marin point at the south. Rodeo Lagoon 
lies back out of sight but Tennessee Point can be 
observed this way from Point Bonita. 


V arious San Francisco areas stand out clearly, 
the most obvious being the Presidio and the long 
daik strip of Golden Gate Park, with Lincoln Park 
including Fort Miloy between. Mount Sutro and the 
Twin Peaks may also be found. 


Above the city stretches the vast southern area 
of San Francisco Bay.
